With the Grass Lake bridge ap- 
proved by the federal government 
and Lake county engineers drawing 
up final plans for state approval for 
the start of the bridge's construction 
next spring, R. M. Lobdcil, county 
highway superintendent, Is planning 
the improvement of Wadsworth rd., 
which is the approach to the pro- 
posed bridge. 

The road between Rte. 41 and Utc. 
45 at Millburn will be surfaced. It is 
one of two stretches on the road that 
has not been surfaced, the oth^r be- 
ing located farther west near the 
area known as "the Klondike." 

At present, the Wadsworth rd, is 
concrete surfaced from Sheridan rd.. 
or Rte. 42 west to Skokic highway 
From there west to MlUbura it is 
gravel and dirt and from Millburn 
west the road is bituminous surfaced. 
It is a part of the federal system. 

It is believed that eventually this 
road will be used as the connecting 
link between the Dunes Park state 
resort on Lake Michigan to Chain O' 
Lakes park west of Grass Lake. The 
bridge will be the connection over 
the lake region. This will form a 
loop for motorists coming to the 
parks from Chicago. 

Funds have been earmarked for 
the road and the contracts will be 
early enough this spring to have the 
roads completed for lake region traf- 
fic. The bridge, however, will take 
many months for completion.

The death of Mrs. Homer La Plant

Mr. La Plant, driver of the car, 
was but sightly hurt, and Richard 
Kaye, a third passenger in the La 
Plant car, was badly cut about the 
face and shoulder. 

The La Plants were on their way 
to the home of Mrt. La Plant's fa- 
ther, Louis Krai, Chicago, for din- 
ner when the accident occurred. 

Mr. La Plant suddenly found the 
highway intersection obstructed by a 
truck pulling another truck with a 
tow chain. There were no safety 
lights to give warning. His cur struck 
the right rear corner of the first 
truck and whirled so that the rear 
of his car struck the tow chain and 
then lodged against the front and 
side of the rear truck. 

Was in B«ck Seat 

Mrs. La Plant was in the back 
scat alone and suffered from the im- 
pact, both legs and an arm being 
broken and her akuU fractured. It 
was fully forty minutes t>efore she 
could be gotten to a hospital. 

The front and right bide of the La 
Plant Ford coach were smashed but 
the rear and left side were but lit- 
tle damaged. 

' Lawrence Carpenter of the Willow 
Farm dairy. Antioch, Jerome Rockov/ 
and Lee Eppcrs, also of Antioch, 
happened to arrive at the scene a 
moment after the accident occurred 
while on their way home in Eppcrs' 
car. 

They gave what attention they 
could to the injured and directed 
traffic, setting up flares, until dc- 
! puty sheriff's cars arrived. They were 
not aware for some time that tiic per- 
sons hurt were Antioch people with 
whom they were acquainted.

Mrs, La Plant was formerly Lucilc 
Krai and- is a daughter of Louis 
Krai and Mrs. Emily Krai, both of 
Chicago. Her marriage to Homer La 
Plant took place Oct. 4, 1941 and 
they have resided in Antioch since.

In some localities the citizens were 
criticized for their failure to remem- 
ber the veterans who are ill in gov- 
ernment hospitals. They arc charged 
with being unappreciative of the 
sacrifices made. 

In Lake county, however, and in 
Antioch parliculary it was believed 
that the failure to give was mainly 
the lack of knowledge of what to 
give. 

Instructions put out by the Ameri- 
can Legion warned that gifts of 
glass and metal could not be present- 
ed to mental patients at the Downey 
hospital because of harm that the 
patients might do to themselves. The 
instructions, however, made no sug- 
gestion what to give and many who 
would have liked to give were puz- 
zled as to what would be suitable. 

A county official of the Legion said 
Saturday that the situation would be 
brought to the attention of state 
officcrs-wtth the' suggestion that next 
year a list of suitable gifts be made. 

Nearly S5,000 worth of gifts were 
distributed to patients at Downey 
and Hincs hospitals Saturday. The 
total from Lake County was $1,700.

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Is This Old-Fashioned? 

Nowadays, when someone spoaks of flood con- 
trol, wo have become conditioned to thinking of an 
enormous Federal undertaking, costinK tens of hun- 
dreds of millions of the taxpayers' dollars, staftoti with 
armies of "workers," and Involving, as a sort of by- 
product, one or more Federal hydroelectric projects de- 
si;ined to take the power business out of self-support- 
in?j, slate-rcHulatcd enterprises and to turn it over to 
the bureaucrats and .the social planners. 

There is, however, an occasional refreshing ex- 
ception to this rule— whore local people and local gov- 
ernment solve local problems in the old American w.iy. 
The Saturday Evening Post told of one in a recent 
article. 

Many years ago the Miami Valley in Ohio suf- 
fered a disastrous flood. Instead of yelling for help 
from Congress, the citizens cleaned up the debris, as- 
sessed the damage, made a plan for the future and went 
to work. All they asked from any unit of government 
was permission to form a conservancy district with 
certain taxing powers. This granted, the district is- 
sued almost S'H.OOD.OOO in bonds and started a reUI 
flood control project. To quote the Post. "There were 
no extras such as hydroelectric power, swanky fishing 
and recreation resorts or resettlement projecLs, Flood 
control was what the .Miami Valley people paid their 
^-*n!oney for and flood control is what they got." 

Now the district is about to retire the last of 
the bonds. Serious floods have been completely cUmin- 
ated. The region owns the project, and it is free of 
politics. To (juote the Post again, "Only 56 persons are 
employed on the entire project, hardly enough to staff 
the public-relations office of almost any Washington 
bureau." 

All this may seem old-fashionod to our present- j 
day "advanced thinkers." If it i.<. thrift, freedom and 
]ocal self-sufficiency are old fashioned too.

operating costs in factories and in stores, of -.vl-ieh 
wages are the main factor. !

Own^Here's How 



, If you are having troubtc getting 
Miap thcso days or paying higher 
prices for it when you con get it, 
you should have a talk with your 
grandmother. She knew how to make 
her own soap like you know how to 
make pancakes, and without much 
bother. 

But if she doesn't remember, here 
is just about the way she made it and 
the way you can make it today at the 
cost of a cent or two a cake. All 
you need is a can of good quality l5*c; 
such, Lewis', Eagle, American Indian 
Head, or Dixie, which you can get at 
your corner grocery store, and six 
pounds of clean grease, lard or tal> 
low. 

Slowly empty the contents of the 
lye can into two and a half pinLs of 
cold water in an enamoi-wnrc or iron 
vessel (never use aluminum ware). 
Stir until the lye is dissolved. It will 
heat up. Then let it cool to room 
lempcraturc (about 70 degrees). 

Then melt the six poun<is of fat 
and let it cool sufficiently so that 
you can hold your hand in it (about 
lOO degrees) or until th.c fat offers 
resistance to a spoon. Add t!ic cooled 
lye solution to the grease in a small 
steady stream with slow, even stir- 
ring. Pouring in the lyc too last or 
stirring too vigorously is apt to cause 
a separation of ingredients. 

Continue the stirring until the 
inijcture becomes thick and 



cut it up Into the size cakes you 
want. Age 10 days to two weeks; 

One important thing— your fats 
must be clean. Salt and other Impur- 
ities can be removed by boiling the 
grease In water and skimming it off 
the top after it coots. The soap you 
get from this recipe will he suitable 
for toilet, dish washing or laundry 
use. If desired, it can be perfumed 
or colored. This mixture makes abuut 
nine pounds of soap.
